By the time Ed. C. Lasater had reached his 

Oth birthday he had acquired a herd of ap- 
rroximately 30.000 cattle. A bright future 
eemed assured. Then, following a prolonged 
lrouth, came the Panic of 1893. The bottom 
lropped out of the cattle market. Lasater’s 
attle and savings vanished. 


Undaunted, he turned his steps southward 
o the Falfurrias country and began prospect- 
ne for new land and a new strert. In less than a 
tecade the Lasater ranch had grown to some- 
hing like 380 000 acres. ranking in size among 
he largest in the United States. 


In 1902 Edward C. Lasater and Miss Mary 
aardner Miller of Galveston were married.

Their home was built in an ancient live oak 
mott about five miles west of the present town 
of Falfurrias. On early Spanish land grant 
maps this oasis was designated “La Mota de 
Falfurrias.” To this day the “home place,” 
where Mr. and Mrs. Garland Lasater and fa- 
mily now reside, is called ‘‘La Mota.” 


Of their five children, Albert, Garland, Tom, 
Lois and Mary, three are now living. Lois, Mrs. 
John F. Maher, resides in Houston, Texas; 
Tom, in Matheson, Colorado; Garland, in this 
city. 


Lasater had his own version of the name 
“Falfurrias’” and said that in the Lipan Indian 
tongue it meant “Heart’s Delight.’’ He so 
named the lovely lavender and white wild 
flowers which are indigenous to this area. 


Realizing the need for a sturdier breed of 
cattle, Ed. C. Lasater began to improve his 
herd. At the height of his ranching operations 
his 20,000 range cattle stemmed from pure- 
bred Shorthorn and Hereford sires. In 1908 he 
began importing India’s sacred Brahmas and 
crossing them with his herds, pecause the 
Br bhma proved immune to the Texas fever 
tick. The result was a sturdy hybrid animal. 


Not content with raising beef cattle, Lasa- 
ter’s dream was the creation of a prosperous 
dairy farming community in the Falfurrias 
area. To this end he began breaking up some 
of his vast ranch land and selling it. on easy 
terms, to colonists. Some 60,000 acres between 
Falfurrias and Realitos were sold in tracts. 
Roads were opened through the area, and 
a land-selling organization formed. 

It was not long before a thriving dairy in-

educaton there. When but a young man the 
lure of adventure attracted him to Texas. The 
year 1877 saw him employed as a cowboy and 
for several years he went up the Big Trail with 
herds from Southwest Texas. 


Still seeking adventure, young James A. 
Brooks enlisted, in 1882, as a private in Com- 
pany F, Texas Rangers. No sooner had the 27- 
year-old-Ranger joined the company than he 
was sent to La Salle County where at that time 
a conflict between ranchers and fence cutters 
had become serious enough to be called a 
“war.’’ Two years later fence cutting became a 
felony according to law, and Ranger Brooks, 
with a detachment from Company F, was sent 
to a scene of trouble in Brown County. Defiant 
fence cutters theratened the lives of the 
Rangers. At least two fence cutters were killed 
by Ranger fire during this turbulent period. 


In 1885 Private James A. Brooks was pro- 
moted to the grade of sergeant in Company 
F and, the following year, he and two others 
carried out an assignment in helping capture a 
desperado near the banks of the Red River in 
far Northeast Texas. 


Although most of the Rangers’ work was 
done in western and northern sections of the 
State there was a particular occasion in 1887 
when their duties called a small detachment of 
them to the heavily timbered “‘piney woods” of 
Sabine County in deep East Texas. There a 
gang of desperados, the Conners, were stealing 
livestock and defying local authorities and 
otherwise terrifying the settlers, who sent an 
urgent appeal for help to the Rangers. The Con- 
ners. father and several sons. were diffieult to 
track down. not only because of the dense 
thickets which these men of the wide open

dos matched wits with their hunters. Befor} 
daybreak one morning, after many unfruitfu 
leads, the detachment of six Rangers came sud} 
denly upon the Conners who, without waitin; 
for a demand to surrender, unleashed four vil 
cious dogs upon them and opened fire wit! 
their shotguns. The Rangers returned the fire} 
killing one of the Conners, wounding another 
and killing the dogs and a packhorse. Four o} 
the Rangers either were killed or wounded 
Sergeant Brooks was shot in both hands, losing} 
the two middle fingers of his left hand. 


It was in 1889, six short years after enlist 
ing, that Sergeant Brooks was promoted to thi} 
rank of lieutenant and then to the rank of cap} 
tain and placed in command of Company F anc} 
sent back to La Salle County. During thes} 
years he had many colorful experiences in lay} 
enforcement, both in Company F and later i 
Company A of which he was ranking office 
when he retired. 


“Cap'n” Brooks, as he was usually referret 
to, left the service in 1906 and located nea: 
Falfurrias, then in Starr County. Here hi 
homesteaded land and engaged in farmin: 
and ranching, and in 1908 was elected to th. 
31st State Legslature. He served two terms iy 
the Legislature. It was while there that, large 
ly through his efforts, a new county was carver 
out of Starr County, and whch, as a tribute t 
him. was given the name of Brooks, with Fa] 
furrias as its county seat.

ustry had been established. 


To provde an outlet for the products of his 
»wn dairies and those of the colonists, Lasater 
built the Falfurrias Creamery. Butter from 
‘ich, Jersey cream was called then, as now, 
‘Falfurrias Sweet Cream Butter.’ Today, as in 
hose early years, public demand exceeds sup- 
bly because of its outstanding quality. 


The Lasater pure-bred Jersey herd atone 
time exceeded 3000 lanimals. It won awards 
and prizes throughout the United States. 


The need for a railroad shipping point for 
arrying his beef cattle to market became more 
acute with each year. Largely through his ef- 
orts it was in April 1904 that the San Antonio 
and Aransas Pass railroad extended its lines 
south from Alice to the northeast portion of 
the ranch, and the first train ran from San An- 
onio. 


Mr. Lasater was wont to say ““‘What we need 
is people.” In addition to the small, individual- 
wily owned dairies which were the result of his 
dreams, he now donated a townsite at the end 
of the railroad. He chose to name the town 
‘Falfurrias.” It holds the distinction of being 
ithe only town of this name in the world. In 
#1911 the town became the county seat of the 


Sdoer, and held a number of responsible posi- 
tions in public life. 


Ed. C. Lasater died March 20, 1930. An edi- 
"torial in the San Antonio Light dated Miarch 
H22, 1930 says: “With the death of Ed. C. Lasa- 
{ter passes one of the most distinguished figures 
fin the epic of the Texas cattle industry. 


“Texas owes much to that one-time trail 
i driver who also was a trail blazer.”

Judge Brooks was married September 16, 
1890 to Miss Virginia Willborn, daughter of 
Albert Lem and Virginia (Moore) Willborn of 
Kerr County, Texas. Mrs. Brooks preceded him 
in death on January 3, 1927. Their two chil- 
dren, Miss Corrinne Brooks and County Judge 
John Morgan Brooks. make their homes in Fal- 
furrias. 


In appearance Judge Brooks was a man of 
above average height, square of jaw and with 
steel-blue eyes. His soft voice belied the 
strength and swiftness of his movements, 


During his tenure of office as county judge, 
James Abijah Brooks saw the finger of the 
future pointing toward the development of the 
county into the prosperous area it is today.

The Shetland Pony 


HERE ARE MANY breeds and types of 


ponies in the United States today, but by 
far the most popular is the Shetland. There are 
two categories of Shetlands, the registered and 
the grade. The registered, or purebred, pony 
has a known list of ancestors and the grade 
does not. The Shetland pony is the fourth most 
popular among the 21 breeds of horses and 
ponies. 


Further indication of the breed’s popularity 
is borne out in the sale ring.Here the price of a 
Shetland will range from $75.00 up into the 
thousands of dollars; so it can be said that 
there is a pony for every price and every own- 
er. 


Prices for grade ponies will range from 
$75.00 to $2,000.00. In the registered Shet- 
lands. colts as a rule cost from $150 up to 
$1,000. Registered fillies may go from $500 to 
about $2500. Brood mares are from $1.500 to 
$4,500, and stallions may be obtained from 
$500 up. with the world’s top price stallicn 
going for $85,000. 


There are four main blood lines in the regis- 
tered Shetland pony today; Larigo, Crescent, 
Linwood and Patton. 


A number of breeders in South Texas goi 
together about two years ago and formed THE 
RIO GRANDE VALLEY SHETLAND PONY 
ASSOCIATION. Their aim is to promote in- 
terest in the Shetland in South Texas by letting 
the people see and become better acquainted 
with the new and more popular type of today.

A Town Before Brooks 
County Organized 


ALFURRIAS WAS FORMERLY located six 
miles southeast of the present site and was 


lrelocated by Mr. E. C. Lasater where it is to-

11902. It was a part of Starr County with the 


its lines to this point in 


county seat being located in Rio Grande City, 


'a distance of 400 miles by railroad or 85 horse- 


weary, sandy miles overland. The inconvenien- 
ces of such a journey soon convinced the citi- 
zens of the need of a different arrangement 
and in 1909 Capt. J. A. Brooks was elected to 


ithe legislature for the express purpose of get- 


iting a county organized. 


An act was passed March 8, 1911 creating 
Brooks County with territory taken from Starr, 
Hidalgo, and Ziapata Count:es. (In 1913 part 
of Brooks County ‘was taken in the formation 
of Jim Hogg County.) Governor O. B. Colquit 
appointed officers for the new county. The 
first election for county and _ precinct officers 
was held on the second day of September, 
1911. The returns of that election were made 
to the Board of Commissioners, comprised of 
Pd. C. Lasater, F. S. Rachal, Amado de la 
Garza, A. C. Jones, R. H. Campbell and E. R. 
Rachal. Certificates of election were issued by 
them to the new officers who were immediate- 
ly sworn in and took over their duties. 


The county was named for Captain J. A. 
Brooks who served as County Judge until his 


death. His son, Judge J. M. Brooks, was 
appointed to serve out his term and has held 
this office ever since. Brooks County has had 
as its head a Brooks for fifty years, an unusual 
record. 


The first court house was the Donahue build- 
ing, still standing today, at the corner of Rail- 
road and Rice Streets. The present court house 
was built in 1914 at a cost of about $52,250.00.

ley and John L. Murphy have served as County 
Agricultural Agents in Brooks County. 


During the depression of the 1930’s, the 
Federal Government organized the old AAA, 
which program has been in operation in Brooks 
County since 1933, and today is known as the 
Agricultural Conservation Program. 


The Loma Blanca Soil Conservation District 
was organized in 1947 and 1948 and it com- 
prises all of Brooks County except the King 
Ranch properties. The Soil Conservation Serv- 
ice started giving assistance to the Loma Blan- 
ca Soil Conservation District on April 21, 1949, 
with Welland Watson being in charge of the 
Soil Conservation Service for the District since 
then. 


The farmers and ranchers have obtained 
eredit from the Farm Home Administration, 
The Coastal Bend Credit Association, Federal 
Land Bank, Houston Agricultural Credit Asso- 
ciation, and many private banks, ete. This 
source of credit has had a lot of influence on the 
development of agriculture in Brooks County. 


The Vocational Agriculture Department 
was added to the Falfurrias High School Curri- 
culum in 1951. Jack Jenkins taught Agricul- 
ture for two vears and Carroll Henderson has 
taught eight years. The Vocational Agriculture 
Department has had a great influence on the 
High School boys in Brooks County in becom- 
ing interested in ranching and farming.

MN THE SECTION now known as. Brooks 


#* County, from 1846 to 1894, cattle raising 
fwas virtually the only industry. No sheep rais- 
fing existed and only enough farming to supply 
ithe needs of the ranchmen was earried on. 


1 In those early days, land fencing was not in 
vogue. There were no fences, no windmills. no 
jtrees or timber along the creeks, and only a 
few scattered motts or timbered islands. 


The type of cattle bred were of the longhorn 
variety, hardy, healthy, long, lank, and built 
for speed. They were admirably suited to the 
needs of those days when water was very 
scarce, and long trail drives to market were ne- 
Icessary. 

Many of the earliest cattlemen were Mexi- 
ans, most of whom held land grants directly 
nder the old Spanish government. 


One thing grants had in common was that 
they were tremendously long, comparatively 
inarrow, and many of them had access on the 
South to the Rio Grande River. The reason for

surveying the grants in such a manner was to 
provide each with a portion of the river for 
Watering purposes as no other dependable 
water supply was known. By 1880. most of the 
grants had been broken. and sold to such an 
extent that the identity of the original owner 
had been lost. 


Among the earliest land owners in the 
Brooks County area were Garza, Garcia, Can- 
tu. Longoria. Pefia and Villarreal. Descendants 
of these people still reside in Brooks County. 


The cattle industry was a profitable business 
until 1861, at which time the Civil War broke 
out. At the outbreak of the war, the cattlemen 
left the ranches, leaving the cattle to mix and 
mingle and to be driven into Mexico by band- 
its. 


After the war the cattlemen returned and in 
1870 the first cattle from South Texas were 
driven over the trail to Kansas. In that drive 
were the first cattle ever to “go to the trail’ 
from the vicinity which is now Brooks County. 
Trail driving was in practice from 1870 almost 
to the end of the 80’s, at which time the rail- 
roads placed new markets nearer to the ranch 
country. Because of the extent of the large 
ranches, short drives continued to be made for 
some time.

who served in the Brooks County territory in 
the early days were D. C. Rachal, E. R. Rachal, 
F. S. Rachal, Mitt Atkins and L. N. Porter of 
Brooks County; Jeff Elison, John Lytle, J. P. 
Gibson, the Kings, and the Kennedys from sur- 
rounding territory. 

In the great drought of 1893 grass died, 
dried, powdered into dust; water holes never 
dry in the memory of man, shrunk, disappear- 
ed; cattle died like flies. 


According to several decendents of the pio- 
neer families many of the sand hills, which 
occur extensively in the central part of the 
county, first formed during this drouth of 


1893. 


Then Ed C. Lasater arrived. In the years that 
followed Lasater acquired mile after mile of 
land until he was in possession of approximate- 
ly 380,000 acres. He fenced this acreage and 
divided it into pastures. He drilled the first 
deep water wells, assuring the area a depend- 
able supply of water, and stocked the ranges 
with cattle.

The Oil And Gas Story 
| In Brooks County 


BOUT THE TIME Brooks County was 
founded. quite a number of “wildcat” 
ells were drilled. All these rigs were moved 
with twenty mule team wagons, and ap- 
larently none of them ever found production 
,fnat would be profitable. During 1914 some oil 
kas produced about 15 miles west of Falfur- 
Miias. 
lt 
of In the middle of the era known as the “‘Roar- 
(ag 20’s” the first seismic survey of the county 
iivas made. What this survey accomplished will 
\\mever be known, as the custom of the times was 
yuo destroy all records after the top officials of 
yehe company running the survey had committ- 


iid the pertinent information to memory. 


During the early part of the 1930’s actual 
pil production was achieved in the southwest 
jpart of the county. This production was from 
J~vhat became known as the Alto Verde Field 
ypnd was quite shallow, none of the wells being 

000 feet deep. Some production is still being 
pumped from a few of these wells. 


The first deep producer was the Standard 
jpPil Company of Texas’ Garcia No. 3 in what 
yecame known as the Alta Mesa Field. A local 
sitizen, Chester Downs was a driller on this 
well. The Alta Mesa Field is about three miles 
orth of the Alto Verde Field. The discovery 
well was completed in the middle of 1936, and 
xy 1952, the Field was practically developed. 


The Alta Mesa Field was the first oil pro- 
tuction that had a significient impact on the 
nistory of the county. However, the hunt for

oil was being carried on even prior to the for- 
mation of the county. 


On the fifth of September 1938 Humble Oil 
and refining Company opened the Kelsey-Bass 
Field, in the extreme southwest corner of the 
county, with the completion of the A.M.K. 
Bass No. 2. This field did have and is destined 
to have a large amount to do with the history 
of Brooks County. 


Because there was considerable gas-distill- 
ate in the Kesey-Bass Field and because there 
was no outlet for the gas the field could not be 
fully developed until recently when Humble 
started processing the gas in their new huge 
King Ranch Processing Plant. 


During 1938 there were a great many dis- 
appointed people in the extreme northwest 
corner of the county. This was the discovery of 
the La Gloria Gas-Distillate Field. The field 
eould not be developed because of no market 
for the gas. However this field was destined to 
have a tremendous impact on the history of the 
county. Magnolia Petroleum Company owned 
the majority of the leases in this field. 


This was brought about by the development 
of gas cycling plants to process the gas from 
gas-distillate fields, removing the liquifiable 
portions and returning the remaining portion 
to the sands from where it was produced. 

The major oil companies did not believe cy-

cling plants practical so until the idea was 
proven, small independents with vision and 
courage did the developing. Several such men 
started locking at the La Gloria Field in 1939 
and made a proposition to the leaseholders and 
royalty owners, which was accepted. 


These men buiit the La Gloria Falfurrias 
Plant and incorporated a company under the 
name La Gloria Corporation. Although this 
plant was just outside the county, most of its 
employees were, or became Brooks County Ci- 
tizens. 


Some interesting information about this 
plant is that at the time of building it was the 
largest such installation in the world. Since, it 
has been more than doubled in size but it ranks 
ninth in size now. The weight of gas to the 
plant initially was over 7000 tons, liquids re- 
moved jamounted to 1100 tons, 200 tons of gas 
was used for fuel operating the plant and 6700 
tons were returned to the sands. 


The Oil and Gas of Brooks County was very 
important during World War II. So important 
that President Franklin Roosevelt personally 
made the decision to maintain several residents 
of the county on their jobs processing gas and 
hunting oil rather than have them go to the 
atomic bomb project or the armed services. 


After the War several transcontinental gas 
pipelines were constructed across the county. 
The residents of Brooks started profiting 
greatly as large volumes of gas from several 
county fields were sold to these lines. This gas 
went to Chicago, New York, Philadelphia. 
Washington D. C., Detroit ,and many other 
large cities. The money came from these places 
to Brooks as royalty and wages. 


During the early 1940’s a good oil field was 
found on the Mills Bennett Ranch. It is now 
producing a signifant amount of oil and gas 
and will affect the economy of the county for 
several years in the future. 


During 1945 the La Gloria Oil Field was dis- 
covered. This is south and southwest of the La 
Gloria Gas Field. In fact some of the gas sands 
overlie some of the oil sands. This is one of the 
larger oil fields of Texas and is practically 
100% in Brooks County. 


There was and is large volumes of gas pro-

duced with this oil and this brought a new in 
dustry to the county in 1949 in the installation 
of the carbon black plant located ten mile 
south of Falfurrias. The carbon black producet 
is a superior grade of product and is in grea 
demand for use in first line pneumatic tire ma 
nufacture. 


There are two other gas-distillate fields i 
the county that should be mentioned, Neithe 
are as well known, even locally, as some of th: 
others but they definitely are additions to th. 
county economy. These are the Sullivan Rane] 
Gas Field iand the Gyp Hill Area. 


Oil and Gas directly increase the county po 
rnulation 45%. Very probably it is more that 
this taking everything into consideration. 


The school system derives most of its operat} 
ing expenses from the Oil, Gas, and Associatet 
Service Companies. Until 1952 92% of thes 
expenses were paid by these companies. At pre 
sent they supply 86% of the expense money 
The county operating funds come from the 
same source to the “‘tune of” 75%.

AIRYING IN BROOKS County beganasa 


1D plan to attract settlers. Edward C. Lasater 
Wlivided 60,000 acres of his holdings into small 
dairy farms that were to be offered for sale to 
residents of the Midwest. The land was located 
between the towns of Falfurrias and Realitos, 
and was divided into farms varying in size 
rom a quarter section to 640 acres. 


As a part of that plan, the idea of establish- 
fing the Falfurrias Creamery Company was 
porn. To Lasater, a creamery capable of pro- 
Iducing premium butter from rich cream was 
he logical answer to the problem of providing 
fa market for the products of a dairying area 
ar removed from any major population cen- 
ers. 

Since the Falfurrias area was beef cattle 
country, the idea of turning open spaces intoa 
maze of small fenced dairy farms was sure to 
raise many an eyebrow, but in 1907, Lasater 
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Falturrias Mercantile Ranch

began the dairy farm project. Through adver- 
tising, the Falfurrias name was spread before 
the entire Midwest. The response was tremen- 
dous and immediate with people staking their 
futures on this Land of Heart’s Delight. 


Terms of the plan were; only one-fourth of 
the land price as down payment, available 
pure-bred Jersey cows paid for by a small per- 
centage of the money received from the sale of 
cream, and each land owner must raise 
feed crops and construct barns and silos. 


In 1909, Ed Lasater began building a pure- 
bred Jersey herd with 100 cows of the Tormen- 
tor strain purchased from the famed Hood 
Stock Farm in Massachusetts. This herd was to 
eventually supply milk-producing animals to

the settlers in his dairy farm community. In a 
short span of years, the herd was the largest 
in the world, with more than 3,000 animals at 
its peak. 

These fine cattle and their off-spring went 
on the show circuits of the nation and won un- 
dying fame in Jersey history. Falfurrias Jer- 
seys brought Lasater the coveted premium 
breeder and exhibitor banner more times than 
any other one breeder in the United States. Dis- 
persing of the Lasater herd began in the 
1920’s, benefiting the entire dairy industry of 
the state. 

The first plant of the Falfurrias Creamery 
was a three room wooden building covering the 
block between the present theatre and bank. 
In a matter of months, the public demand for 
Falfurrias Sweet Cream Butter exceeded sup- 
ply. 

The Falfurrias Creamery is one of the oldest 
independent creameries in Texas’ operated 
under original ownership. Garland M. Lasater

The story goes something like this: When 
on Pedrito was a poor laborer m Mexico 
orking for five dollars a month, he suffered 
n affliction of the nose. One night he was suf- 
ering so much that he went out into the woods 
Wo a pool of water. He lay down and buried his 
ace in the mud at the edge. For three days he 
ontinued this treatment and was cured. When 
the returned home, he lay down and slept. He 
vas soon awakened by a voice which told him 
That he had received from God the gift of heal- 
Ing. The voice also commanded him to go cure 
is sick master. He went to his master and 
rescribed the first thing that came to his 
Mmind. After this fashion he prescribed always. 
i@Chus began the work of Don Pedrito Jaramillo.

Continued from Previous Page) 
eight to nine hundred dollars in stamps and 
three five-hundred gallon barrels of letters he 
hadn’t opened. Where did Don Pedrito get all 
of these stamps? His patients sent him stamps 
as payment for his cures since he would not 
take money.) 

Many examples are given of Don Pedrito’s 
cures. I will give only a few of them. The story 
is told of a man in good health who sought to 
prove that Don Pedrito did not have the power 
to heal the sick. Don Pedrito discovered this 
fraud and told the man that in order to recover 
his health that he must eat a bale of hay. Then 
he told him, ‘When one brings a lie, he will 
take a lie.” Don Pedrito prescribed for one wo- 
man who had severe migraine headaches that 
her head be cut off and thrown to the dogs. Her 
violent anger over this cure stopped her head- 
aches. 

Not only Mexican people believed in Don 
Pedrito’s cures. Mrs. Foster who lived near 
Alice wrote to the curandero for a cure for a 
growth on her eye. She tried the cure and it

Chamber Of Commerce Leads The 
Way To Civic Progress 


HE FALFURRIAS Chamber of Commerce 

has made itself felt in the community for 
more than thirty years, going through several 
reorganizations necessary to meet the demands 
of changing times. In 1922 Mrs. Lorraine Jones 
Spoonts of Corpus Christi came to Falfurrias 
by invitation of a group of Falfurrias citizens 
to help organize a Chamber of Commerce, a 
Board of Directors was elected, and by 1924 
the Chamber was permanently established. 


Until 1929 some member of the Board acted 
as Secretary, keeping the minutes, taking care 
of all correspondence, and other business of the 
Chamber, all without pay. In those days 
monthly expenses ran about $25.00 monthly. 
By 1929 Falfurrias was growing rapidly, the 
railroad had been extended to the Valley. 
highways were improved, a new school build- 
ing was erected, and tourists from the North 
were stopping here. The demands on the Secre- 
tary had become too heavy to be carried on a 
volunteer basis, so in November of 1929 Miss 
tuth Story was employed as a full time Secre- 
tary. She resigned in 1934 and was followed by 
Mr. J. L. Gardner of Alice. 


The first project undertaken by the Cham- 
ber was the Falfurrias-Hebbronville highway 
which upon reality brought untold benefits to 
the city. Another important project was selling 
our citrus industry — some orchards were 
planted here before those in the Valley — to 
home seekers from the North. 


The Chamber of Commerce was first housed 
in a small one-room frame house on the spot 
now made into Pioneer Park. When the build- 
ing was moved, all records were lost and for- 
gotten. During those days the Chamber had 
many civic projects, including sponsoring and 
supporting the volunteer fire department, and 
doing a great deal of work in getting streets 
and lateral county roads improved. 


The last reorganization of the Chamber of 
Commerce was in March 1946. Since that time 
the following have served as President of the 
Chamber: John Lynch, G. M. Lasater, F. L. 
Vickrey, Marvin Noll, Homer Williams, R. L. 
Lewis, M. F. Benavides, L. A. Dickey, J. O. 
Ware, Howard Behrent, Otis Goldman, Jens P. 
Nielsen, L. O. Dallas, R. R. Scott. R. H. Gard- 
ner, Walter A. Blumer and Carol Dryden, the 
present incumbent. 


In 1951 a permanent building to house the 
Chamber was constructed at the present site. 
The projects of the Chamber since 1946 have 
been many and varied including assisting in 
getting incorporation of the city, securing the 
organization of a Retail Merchants Associa- 
tion, assisting in many projects such as rat con- 
trol, traffic problems. calf feeding programs 
for 4-H boys, sanitation problems, fire preven- 


tion, widening of the highways within the city, 
dedicating the new post office, and many 
others too numerous to name, 


The Chamber is the administrator for the 
funds left when the Rodeo Association was dis- 
solved. It also was instrumental in getting the 
U. S. Highway 281 Development Committee 
started. Recent projects include having the 
District 7 interscholastic League School Band 
Marching Contest held here, issuing a Cachet 
honoring the oil industry, and cooperating with 
the Brooks 


ey. 


The big project at this time is to make the 
Brooks County Golden _ Fiesta, 
started by the Chamber,a huge _ success. The 
Fiesta headquarters is located in the Chamber 
building. ;

Be it further resolved: That a copy of these 
resolutions be sent to Mrs. Lasater, one to each 
of the county papers, and one to the Board of 
Trustees, requesting them to take such steps as 
they deem necessary to make the wishes of 
the pupils an official act.

NE OF THE first schools in the County 


was located at the Birchfield Ranch near 
he present site of the Carbon Black plant. The 
school was moved to the Wright Ranch, near 
BGyp Mine about 1907, then later to Loma 
Blanca. Each of the teachers in these schools 
boarded with the Wrights. 


Florence Schuetz taught at the Wright 
‘Ranch, Loma Blanca, No. 5, Flowella, and 
Falfurrias. Mrs. Eugene (Lela) Wright taught 
in the Loma Blanca School in 1913. Then she 
taught in a school south of La Mota — riding 
jthe 13 miles round trip each day on horseback.

The first classes in Falfurrias were held ina 
frame building constructed in 1905 where the 
Lasater School is located today. The land had 
been given for a school site by Ed. C. Lasater. 
The teacher in this first school was Miss Dag- 
mar Hennison. In 1906 Mr. E. C. Evans taught 
in this same school. He later became President 
of SWTTC in San Marcos. 


The first graduating class held its exercises 
in the Methodist Church and consisted of nine 
students, Bessie Ayers, Nunie Curtis, Emmet 
Edwards, William B. Giardner, Mary Kilmeo.

Maximo Perez, Lois Rachal, Bruno Trevino 
and Havens Word. The last year Falfurrias 
had 10 graduates was in 1910. The graduating 
seniors graduated but did not receive a diplo- 
ma. There were five in this class. 

In 1919 the school district was increased 
from 5 square miles to a strip 5 miles wide and 
30 miles long. This early expansion caused the 
annexation of several smaller schools: Flowel- 
la, No. 5, La Fruta, and Palo Blanco. Today 
the district includes all of the county which is 
1056 square miles. 


The class of 1913 was the first to graduate 
in the new brick building — Central Ward to- 
day. Until 1925 this building housed the entire 
enrollment, but during that year one extra 
room had to be rented. The next year, 1926 
four extra rooms were rented. 


A new High School building was completed 
in 1927. The following year additional bonds 
were voted to build two small school buildings 
— one at Flowella and one at La Mota. Now 
the people felt sure that their building pro- 
blems for the next twenty years had been 
solved. But in 1935 crowded conditions were 
again the worry so the downstairs of the Ma- 
sonic Hall was rented and three classes of be- 
ginners were housed there for a _ period of 
three years. 


The New Ward Grade School building was 
completed in 1938. Cash was paid for this 
building by a delinquent tax drive, oil activi:

HE FALFURRIAS READING CLUB, organ- 

ized in the Spring of 1915 “for the social and 
intellectual advancement of its members,” has 
the distinction of being the first social club in 
Falfurrias.

Industry Of Brooks County

HE CATTLE INDUSTRY in Brooks County 
| is typical of that in other South Texas 
fH areas. The majority of the land in Brooks 
County is used for grazing purposes. The 
ranchers operate as commercial breeders, 
some with pure bred herds, and others are 
traders. Most are commercial breeders who 
/carry on a continual process of up-grading 
p their livestock. 


' Brooks County is the home of a new breed 
of cattle, “The Beefmaster.’”’ This. breed was 
| begun by Mr. Ed. C. Lasater. He recognized 
} early in the cattle business that the long haired 
cattle were not standing up to the rugged life 
' of the hot and insect infested area and that 
something had to be done to correct it. By gse- 
lecting the better qualities of Brahman, Short- 
‘horn and Hereford cattle through a close 
breeding program the Beefmaster was created. 
» Tom Lasater, son of Mr. Lasater, carried on the 
) breeding program and the selection of animals 
® after Mr. Lasater’s death, and is still the leader 
' and promoter of this fine breed of cattle. Mil-

Another pure bred line of cattle prevalent 
in the county and in this area is the Santa Ger- 
trudis. This breed was originated by the King 
Ranch at Kingsville. These cattle get the cher 
ry red color from the shorthorn and the short 
hair and insect resistance from the Brahman. 
They are able to withstand the heat and rug- 
ged environment of this area. Hopper Bros., 
C. F. Wagenschein, Wright Bros., and others 
have this breed of cattle. 


Garcia Ranch, in the southern part of the 
county, has Zebu cattle which is a well known 
excellent breed. They raise their cattle here 
and sell throughout the Temperate and Torrid 
Zones of the world. 


Ranches of the county include Sullivan, 
Wright, King, Cage, Miller, Maher, Mills Ben- 
nett Est., Hopper, Rachal, Wagenschein, Gard- 
ner, Garcias S:A.L0) Co:, Lopez, Longoria, 
Skipper, Jones, East, Stockton, Cantu, and 
others.

N NOVEMBER, 1933 the Commissioners 

Gourt set up a fund of $600.00 a year for 
the salary of a home demonstration Agent. 
Miss Louise Hogue came in January, 1934 as 
the first Agent. Other agents have included 
Miss Edmond Earl O’Neil, Miss Nellie Cundiff, 
Miss Aletha Barrett and Miss Pearl Taylor 
who has been here since 1944. 

Falfurrias, Flowella and Westside were the 
first home demonstration clubs organized in 
1934. The Falfurrias Club was active for fif- 
teen years, but the Flowella and Westside 
Clubs have continued for twenty-seven years. 
The Kelsey Bass Club was next organized and 
continued in the program for two years. A 
group of teachers and business women organ- 
ized the B. & P. W. Club in 1946 and worked 
for three years. The Brooks County Latin 
American women pioneered in home demons- 
tration club work with the organization of the 
Hearts Delight Club in 1948.

IN 1893 E. C. LASATER came to Brooks 
»* county and located at a point then known as 

La Mota de Falfurrias. In those early days, 
means of transportation were very poor and 
‘\the nearest town for purchasing food supplies 
Twas Alice.

HE GOLDEN FIESTA Quarter Horse Show 
is approved by the American Quarter Horse 
Association and the Pan American Quarter 
Horse Breeders Association. 


The American Quarter Horse Association 
with headquarters in Amarillo, Texas, has the 
official registry of the Quarter Horse. Organ- 
ized in 1940, this association has registered 
more horses in a shorter period of time than 
any other registry. The popularity of the Quar- 
ter Horse has spread over the entire United 
States and Abroad. The sturdy Quarter Horse 
with his wonderful disposition and colorful 
history has found his way into the stables and 
hearts of people all over the world. 


At auctions over the country in 1960, 
26 stallions and 23 mares sold for $10,000 or 
more. Harry L. Martin and Sterling Hogan of 
Houston paid $25,000 for the stallion Wimpy 
11. The record high price for an individual 
sold at private treaty was $125.000 paid by 
Frank Vessels of Los Alamitos, California to 
E. L. Gosselin of Edmond. Oklahoma for the 
good racing Quarter stallion.

)*# partment first saw the light of day in the 
year 1908, and, in common with most village 
ire departments of that area, it was a wonder 
to behold. The fire alarm was a blast from the 
gin whistle in season, or from the forty-five of 
the night watchman or that of some excited ci- 
tizen. These never failed to bring an outpour- 
ing of practically everybody in town. 


It’s “rolling stock” consisted of one hanad- 
drawn, two wheeled cart equipped with two 
ififteen-gallon chemical tanks, and that was 
all. This the lusty “‘smoke-eaters” grabbed by 
ithe handle and made for the fire with might 
jand main. Since there was no pavement at that 
itime and the sand was about ankle deep, the 
owner of the building was lucky if he could 
keep the fire burning until the boys got there. 
At times some passing cowboy would rope the 
thandle with his lariat and give the fire engine 
ja saddle-horn tow, and old-timers are wont to 
remark that they had the first hitch-hiking fire 
department in history. Torn bv factional strife, 
jthe department frequently disbanded. but was 
Jinvarizbly reorganized immediately following 
Jevery fire. With this hit and miss method 
J(mostly miss) it is small wonder that the fire 
rate was as high as the law allowed.

In 1920 a big machine shop was burned with 
a loss of $10,000 and when in 1926 the Falfur- 
rias Mercantile Company went up in flames 
with an $81,000 loss, it became apparent that 
some real fire protection was imperatively 
needed, and a meeting ‘was held in the old Mc- 
Intyre Cafe building (now torn down) which 
was just east of Proctor’s Creamery. This 
meeting was \jattended by Charlie Atkins, A. A.

The First Baptist 
Church 


HE FIRST BAPTIST CHURCH was organ- 

ized during a meeting held under a tent by 
Rev. J. M. Sallee of Beeville in April, 1905. 
There were five members at the time of organ- 
ization including Mr. W. W. Sloan (deceased) 
who was elected clerk which capacity he held 
for 26 years. 


The first pastor was State Board Missionary 
Rev. R. L. Pearce who conducted services once 
a month. He gave the first protestant sermon 
in Falfurrias using as his pulpit the platform 
of the railroad depot. 


For several years a Union Sunday School 
was held in the city. Finally in 1908 the Bap- 
tists felt they had sufficient members to or- 
ganize their own Sunday School. Under the 
leadership of Bro. Sloan they started their 
Sunday School in the old school house with 100 
present for the first meeting. 


In 1905 the first building was completed at 
acost of $4,500. This building was razed in 
1931 to make way for the present Sanctuary 
which was completed the same year. 


Since that time two other major building 
campaigns have added to the educationa 
space of the church. One educational unit wa 
built in 1947. The most recent addition was th 
educational building completed in 1959. Thi 
modern air-conditioned building is valueda 
$136,000 and is equipped to care for 400 in 
Sunday School bringing the present total capa 
city to 600. 


From the meager beginning of 5 member 


this church now has a resident membership 0: 
461. In addition the Church maintains twe 
Spanish-speaking missions, one in Encino and 


the other in Falfurrias. The present pastor is 


Rev. E. H. Adams.

M?% ‘Oo’ WAR died last week at the ripe old age 
of 30 years and they buried him in his own 
paddock with a granite marker commemorating the 
famous race horse whose human equivalent age 
was 105 years. 

On the same date in Falfurrias another famous 
little horse passed over the divide at the age of 35 
years, which would make his human equivalent 
approximately 122 years. 


Nancy is the little pony’s name and his mistress 
these 33 years has been Miss Martine Holbrook who 
received Nancy as a Christmas gift from Santa 
Claus himself. 


No less honored than Man ‘O’ War, Nancy 
lies buried in an orange grove in a white pine 
casket and the event will be marked in Falfur- 
rias by many who have ridden and cared for 
the gentle little horse. 


Delving far back into Santa’s files, we find 
the letter request and the kindly reply from 
the old man who has been making kids happy 
these many ages. Following is a reproduction 
of the original letter. just as legible and just as 
warmly human as it was 33 years ago.

Sacred Heart Catholic Church 


he history of the Catholic Church in Brooks County has its 
beginnings in 1876 when a young French priest, Father 
eter Bard, arrved in San Dego to become an assistant to Father 
aude Jaillett, pastor of that parish. The parish, containing two 
undred ranches, extended from the Nueces River to Baluarte 
reek and from Banquete to a _ point forty miles west of San 
iego. The two priests took turns at attending the ranches of 
heir parish until 1883 when Father Jaillet went to Corpus 
hristi. 

Father Bard continued his visits to the ranches for many 
ears. When he visited the ranches in this area he said Mass in 
he schoolhouse on Los Olmos Ranch. 


By 1906 Father Bard felt that Falfurrias had grown large 
nough to have a church. One day he visited the R. E. McBryde 
tore and, finding several Catholics there, he proposed building 
a church, saying that he could get the lumber if they could find 
someone to construct the building. Jim Allen headed a group of 
volunteers, including Tom Allen, Andres Lopez, and Lino 


Trevino. 


The lumber arrived by train and early one 
Sunday morning the men, who had regular jobs 
on week days, began their task. When the 
church was completed it was named San Ysi- 
dro (St. Isadore), Patron of Farmers. Here Fa- 
ther Bard recited the Mass once a month until 
1910 when Father Joseph Sosona of Kingsville 
took over as visiting priest. 


By the time the county was organized in 
1911, there was a sizable congregation com- 
posed of the families of Rufino Garcia, Eusebio 
Guerra, Amado de la Garza, Erasmo Gomez, 
Ysidro Villarreal, Manuel Pineda, Sr., J. P. 
Sullivan, David Craven, J. T. Maupin, Sr., R. E. 
McBryde Bill and John Donohoe Felix Bazan, 
Vicente Salazar, S. G. Lopez, Andres Lopez, 
Ysidro Morris, and these young people — Gre- 
goria, Mauricia, Avelino and Rafael Salinas, 
and Myrtle Glover. 


In 1914 Father Cayetano Alvarez became 
the first resident pastor. During his pastorate 
the Ursulne Sisters opened the first parochial 
school here. 


By 1925 it became necessary to enlarge the

church, doubling its capacity. Rev. Father 
Peter Illigen carried out this project and re- 
named the church, calling it Sacred Heart 
Church. He also bought the house which served 
as a rectory until recently. 


During the 1940’s the parish built a four- 
room brick school building and a _ parish hall 
just west of the church and Our Lady of Gua- 
dalupe Chapel on Garza Street. 


During the last five years under the adminis- 
tration of Very Reverend Father Phillip Ken- 
nedy, O.M.I., the parish has completed a mo- 
dern white brick plant with a convent, a rec- 
tory, and a church, which 'was dedicated May 
11 of this year. The former Sacred Heart 
Church building was moved to Garza Street, 
renovated and renamed Our Lady of Guadalu- 
pe Chapel. 


Rev. Father Raymond Pomaville, O.M.I., as- 
sists Father Kennedy with parish duties and 
attends two missions: St. Ann’s Church at En- 
cino and Santo Nifio Chapel at Parrita Ranch.

At the rodeo in February 1957, F. D. Col- 
well, Seth Woods asked Mrs. Wanda Sullivan 
and Mrs. Nona Forbes to announce intentions 
of reviving the Quadrille. They got enough 
riders together to put on a show on July 4, 
1957. That was the start of the present Fal- 
furrias Couples Quadrille Club. At all times 
the Quadrille Club encourages youth to take 
an active part. In 1958 the group was or- 
ganized and officers were elected. The first 
president was Mrs. Ed Wilkinson. Other presi- 
dents serving the organization have been Kirk 
Gordon and F. D. Colwell. An important part 
of Quadrille is the caller. Callers were Mrs. 
Jim Dawson, Mrs. Jess Jackson, John Gaither 
and L. W. Moore Jr. In 1958 they decided to 
let the local merchants help put the organiza- 
tion on its feet financially. The merchants 
made donations and 12 banners were made for 
the riders to carry, advertising these business- 
es. At the present time there are 16 sponsoring 
merchants and 35 Quadrille members. All 
members do not ride; some help out in other 
ways. 


In 1959 the club drew up a constitution and 
by laws. They get together monthly for fellow- 
ship and business, taking turns being host. 
That year, members of the Falfurrias Quad- 
rille helped a group of young people in Pre- 
mont learn the routine so they could perform 
at their F.F.A. Rodeo. The Falfurrias group 
performed at that rodeo too. 


The Club was invited to participate in the 
festivities and perform in Aransas Pass atthe 
Shrimporee celebration on Labor day 1958.

50 YEARS OF PROGRESS 


Much of Brooks County’s first fifty 
years of progress is reflected in the his- 
tory and records of the county’s use of 
electricity. Brooks County’s first elec- 
tric lights were turned on at Falfurrias 
in 1908. Electric service in those early 
days was far below today’s standards. 
It was limited to certain hours and was 
characterized by frequent breakdowns 
and interruptions. 


The electric system changed hands 
several times and in 1927 was purchas- 
ed by Central Power and Light Com- 
pany. In 1930 Falfurrias was connected 
to CPL’s growing high-voltage trans- 
mission system. This marked the begin- 
ning of thoroughly dependable electric 
service to Falfurrias and to other parts 
cf Brooks County. 


Since that time two things stand out 
in the records: (1) The people of 
Brooks County have used more and 
more electricity for better living and 
(2) as they used more, the price of 
electricity went down. 


In 1930 the average Falfurrias resi- 
dent was using 644 kilowatt hours per 
year. By 1950. average use had risen 
to 1,220 kilowatt hours. Last year, this 
figure was 3,148. The table below 
shows how prices have dropped. 


We are proud to have been a part of 
Brooks County’s past. In the future the 
men and women at CPL will continue to 
plan ahead and build ahead — assuring 
you the best possible electric service at 
the lowest possible cost. 


Electric service is Brooks County’s biggest 
bargain. For while ether prices have spiraled 
upward the price of electricity has been com- 
ing down. Through the years electric prices 
at Falfurrias, for example, have gone down 


as follows: 

BIGGEST Year Average Price Per KWH
